At a meeting of the Athletic 
council at 4 p. m. yesterday In the 
office of 8. A. Boles. Incumbent 
athletic director of the university, 
the student committee composed of 
Clarence Yeager. Harry Lair, and 
Thomas Lynch submitted a pro- 
gram of changes In administration 
of athletic affairs at the university. 

No official action was taken on 
any of the submitted points, but 
a discussion of the various points 
was conducted by the members 
present. Prof. Enoch Orehan. 
chairman of the council presided 
at the meeting. Major Boltos E. 
Brewer, newly appointed member of 
the council in place of 8. A. Boles 
was at the meeting, but because no 
official notice of his appointment 
had been received by the board, he 
did not voice any opinions. Mr. 
Boles also was there, but in a non- 
voting capacity. 

Because of the absence of the 
two new student representatives. 
Russell Oray and James R. Miner, 
the old members, Ellis Johnson and 
Fletcher Asher continued as mem- 
bers of the council. 

Those members of the athletic 
council present were, Prof. Enoch 
Grehan. John Stoll. Louis Hillen- 
meyer. Prof. M. E. Ligon. E. Acker- 
man, Prof. E. A. Bureau, Ellis John- 
son, and Fletcher Asher. 

The meeting was called at 4 
o'clock, and was adjourned tat 6:30. 
without having finished the discus- 
sions. Another meeting was called 
for 2 p.m. Saturday, at which time 
further discussion will take place 
and official action will be taken on 
such of the points as time allows. 

According to Professor Orehan, 
the council looks favorably on many 
of the points taken by the commit 
tee, and on only few of the points 
will there be any difficulties The 
program submitted by the commit- 
tee follows in part: 

1. Contracts for athletic equip- 
ment to be advertised and to be 
let by a vote of the Athletic coun- 
cil to the lowest bidder represent- 
ing a responsible firm. 

2. The employment of a re- 
sponsible person to be in com- 
plete charge of the distribution 
of all tickets for athletic contests 
and to make a complete audit of 
the ticket sales after each game. 

3. No one except members of 
the team, their particular coach- 
ing staff, and necessary person- 
nel be allowed to make athletic 
trips at the expense of the Ath- 
letic association. 

4. A revision of the free pass 
list to athletic contests and a 
careful check to be kept on those 
receiving passes. 

5. The securing of a Publicity 
director for the Athletic depart- 
ment. 

Change in Personnel and Salaries 

Elimination of Mr. Harry Gam- 
age as a member of the coaching 
staff by one of the following 
plans: 

1. By securing his resignaion. 
if at all possible. 

2. By giving him two notes of 
83,730 each, plus interest. One to 
fall due December 1. 1933, and the 
other to fall due December 1. 
1934 

3. If both of the above pro- 
posals are unfavorable to Mr. 
Gam age. then to continue paying 
his salary on a monthly bails un- 
til the termination of his contract. 

Following this there is a list of 
the salalres now received by mem- 
bers of the athletic department fol- 
lowed by a tentative schedule of 
new salaries compiled by the com- 
mittee. 
The program continues: 
We request that the above sal- 
ary schedule and necessary 
changes be made in personnel for 
the following reasons: 

1. It will represent a saving of 
84.090 yearly to the Athletic as-

Ring Committee Is 
Selected by Gray 

Other Committees To Be Ap- 
pointed by Senior Presi- 
dent After Holidays 

Russell Oray, president of the 
senior class, turned four names In 
to the office of the dean of men 
Wednesday. December 7 to serve on 
the ring committee The commit- 
tee consists of Howard Baker, chair- 
man; Robert Reed. Marjorle Faulk- 
ner and William M Holtzclaw. 

The committee met Monday in 
conjunction with the auditing com- 
mittee of the university. This is 
the first time that this has ever 
been done by class rep^sentatlves 
In acting on a contract. The con- 
tract has not yet been awarded. 

The ring which will be used Is the 
standard ring of the University, 
which has been used by classes for 
the last eight years. There wfll be 
a smaller slse ring for the girls than 
the boys, and this fact will prob- 
ably result in a difference in price 
between the two rings.

Addressing - the largest as- 
sembly of students gathered 
in Memorial hall since its ded- 
ication three years ago, Pres- 
ident Frank L. McVey, yes- 
terday, revealed the detailed 
procedure the University 
would follow in investigating 
the "athletic situation." Meet- 
ing students "face to face'* 
the president reviewed events 
causing his determination to 
pursue the present probe, told 
of action taken to date, and 
indicated that it is "only fair" 
that "we should accept with- 
out complaint the findings 
when they have been made." 

The general convocation, held at 
11 a.m. yesterday, was announced 
Monday during a meeting called by 
Doctor McVey to answer student 
petitioners seeking to effect a 
change in the present system of 
athletic management. At that time 
the president indicated that he 
would promote a probe into the 
athletic system. The conw 
was held for the purpose of 
ing to the student body the 
dure he would follow. 

Details of President McVey's plan 
of athletic investigation, as explain- 
ed yesterday, includes the setting 
up of a committee of three disin- 
terested faculty members, one an 
authorized accountant, to look into 
financial and business affairs of 
athletics and recommend necessary 
changes; the appointment of two 
students not members of athletic 
teams in the place of present stu- 
dent representatives who are affil- 
iated with teams; the investigation 
ot the existing organization of in- 
cumbent coaching and burines- 
personnel by the athletic council, 
and the limiting of membership on 
the athletic council to persons not 
employed by the council. 

Changes which become immed- 
iately effective are those concerning 
the personnel of the athletic coun- 
cil During the convocation the 
president indicated that he had ap- 
pointed James R. Miner, Lexing- 
ton.

As each student registers, he or 
she may be given an Identification 
card to be shown at the voting place 
on the day of the election This 
card Is to bear the signature, and 
perhaps a brief description, of the 
student The Kernel suggests that, 
in the future, additional reproduc- 
tions be made of pictures taken of 
students registering at the Univer- 
sity for the first time; one of these 
pictures, bearing the name of the 
student and affixed to the identl 
flcatlon card, would definitely es- 
tablish the identity of the voter. 

Voting also may be done by col- 
leges, although this is not manda- 
tory under the system and may be 
left to the discretion of the Student 
Council or an election board The 
plan, however, does call for faculty 
members as challengers: this does 
not mean that student challengers 
are to b? excluded 

Counting of the ballots is to be 
done under personal supervision of 
the deans. They are to be assisted 
either by an election board which 
would, in that case, b? substituted 

As for the ballots, themselves. Th" 
Kernel recommends that they be 
printed v.ith stubs and serial num- 
bers, as are the ballots in civil elec- 
tions. If proper supervision of the

This 
Is certainly not followed on the 
campus. The candidates to fill the 
various class offices are selected by 
a clique and put Into the office the 
night before the vote is cast. Such 
procedure Is far from funny; It Is 
deplorable! That an Institution with 
the ideals of the University of Ken- 
tucky should tolerate this "steam- 
rolling" of class officers is far be- 
yond the grasp of the majority of 
the students. 

Ballots are "stuffed." undue In- 
fluence is thrust upon the students 
voting, until the matter has reached 
a point where not more than 40 per 
cent of the students enrolled cast 
their votes. The cause of this lax-

Considerable attention has been 
directed to a new class cut rule 
enacted at the University of South 
Carolina. The rule, now In effect, 
has found much disfavor among 
students and Is being severely criti- 
cized by The Oamecock. student 
publication of the South Carolina 
Institution. The Gamecock says, 
"the present cut rule In force at the 
University is nothing more than a 
retogresslon while the present edu- 
cational tendency is towards liber- 
alism." 

The Oamecock would replace the 
present system with a sliding scale 
of ruts for all classes, beginning 
with freshmen with a maximum 
of three cuts. 

1. Freshmen All freshmen, re- 
gardless of average, would be al- 
lowed only the number of unex- 
cused absences that the particular 
course carried credits for that se- 
mester The freshmen. Just out of 
high school, must be orientated in- 
to the ways of the University be- 
fore he can be given privileges 

2 Sophomores. Sophomores would 
b" alloted the number of unexcused 
absences that the particular course 
carried credits for the semester 
Those sophomores with a "B" av- 
erage on every course would be al- 
lowed twice as many unexcused ab- 
sences as particular course carried 
credits for the semester. 

3. Juniors. Ail Juniors would be 
allowed twice as many unexcused 
absences as the particular course 
carried credits for the semester, and 
those having a "B" average on eve- 
ry course would be allowed volun- 
tary attendance upon classes. 

4. Seniors. AU seniors would be 
allowed three times as many ab- 
sences as the particular course car- 
ried credits for the semester, and 
those having a "B" average on 
every course would be allowed vol- 
untary attendance upon classes. 

Should this proposal be enacted, 
the matter of what class a student 
was In would have to be settled by 
the Registrar's office on a basis of 
credits. Scholastic averages would 
have to be based on the previous 
semester's work. 

The advantage of the sliding scale 
upon which the proposal is based 
would be to increase the desire for 
scholarship, something for which 
the authorities have striven for 
many years. There are students in 
the University who have the ma- 
turity and scholastic attitude of the 
typical University man, and who 
should be encouraged in their ef- 
forts for better scholarship. 

The Gamecock believes that this 
system will adequately cover the 
matter of discipline and yet retain 
a large amount of flexibility for the 
student.

Cost to students for each game 
amounts to approximately 30 cents. 

The background of the present 
trouble, according to the president 
lies In the divorcement of the ath- 
letic council from the student body. 
Although an annual audit of the 
books Is made by a disinterested 
auditor there has not been enough 
publication concerning the council 
during the season. The council 
should have published more fre- 
quent reports concerning 
ture of its proceedings. 

The president noted that three 
points of contention that have been 
raised by student petitioners are: 
the administration of finance; the 
council personnel; and the divorce 
ment from the student body of ath- 
letics. Doctor McVey indicated that 
the petitions did not express a true 
summary of student opinion con 
cernlng the question because the 
presidents who signed were not au- 
thorized to do so by their organiza- 
tions. 

After indicating his previous and 
intended action concerning the in- 
vestigation, Doctor McVey said in 
explanation that it was only with 
a definite knowledge of the facts 
that a true opinion concerning the 
situation could be voiced. He said 
In brief that "Now it comes into 
the court for the presentation of 
facte." He concluded his discussion 
of the situation by indicating that 
it Is only fair that students abide 
by the committee's findings in the
